DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-12, filed July 20, 2009, with respect to 
claims 1-33 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

2. Claims 1-33 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 

allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-29, the prior art of record was not seen to disclose or 
suggest the recited combination including "each of the capacitor circuits is configurable to 
output an effective voltage to the load, the effective voltage being selectable from at least 
three voltage levels comprising the first binary voltage level, the second binary voltage 
level or an average of the first and second voltage levels in dependence on the bits of the 
digital input word." 

Regarding claims 30-33, the prior art of record was not seen to disclose or 
suggest the recited combination including the feature of "each other control voltage being 
selectable from at least three voltage levels comprising the first binary voltage level, the 
second binary voltage level or an average of the first and second voltage levels."
